HSINKING, Manchoukuo, July 18 
(AP), — Japanese-protected Man- 
houkuo asked today that the Jap- 
anese Government protest directly 
to Moscow against recent Soviet 
Russian air raids on Manchoukuo 
pailway centers. 

Previous protests have been sent 
by Manchoukuo to the Russian-pro- 
tected Outer Mongolian government 
at Ulan-Bator-Khoto, with no ap- 
parent effect. Japanese believe that

The Japanese army in Manchou- 
kuo reported that unusual military 
preparations were in progress 
across the entire 5000-mile extent 
of Siberia, from the Ural mountains 
to Vladivostok. 

Of more immediate concern to 
the Japanese command was a large 
Soviet-Mongol concentration north 
and south of Nomonhan Hill on the 
disputed Manchouquo-Outer Mongo- 
lia border. 

Fighting Reported Continuing. 

Fighting was said to continue in 
the Nomonhan sector after two in- 
vading Mongol units were repulsed 
Monday. Other Mongol troops may 
have entered Manchoukuo north of 
this battle zone where no Japanese 
troops ‘were stationed. 

The border warfare between So- 


oukuoan forces had developed 
into an extremely serious situation, 
Japanese officials said. 

One authoritative source said the 
fext two days would determine 
whether the fighting would spread.

Levy—Fines to Run 
From $5 to $500. 


Enforcement of the municipal 
igarette tax stamp ordinance began 
today, with orders by Police Chief 
John H, Glassco to policemen to 


arrest any person selling, or offer- 
ing for sale, unstamped cigarettes. 
The order which went out to dis- 
trict commanders, included a brief 
explanation of the ordinance, which 
carries a penalty of a fine of $5 
to $500. 

The only arrest reported by po- 
lice during the forenoon was that 
of William Perkich, owner of a 
tavern at 3701 North Broadway. 
He was booked and posted $500 
bend for his appearance in Police 
Court Saturday. 

Yesterday 1930 merchants paid 
approximately $17,300 for 877,000 
stamps, the bulk being of the 2- 
cent denomination required for 
standard packages of 20 cigarettes. 
During the four-day sale, which 
began last Thursday, there were 
4240 purchasers, each of whom was 
required to pay $1 for a cigarette 
merchant’s license, besides paying 
for the stamps. A 10-per cent dis- 
ccunt in the price of the stamps is 
allowed for the work of attaching 
them and collecting the tax. 

The sale continued today in the 
rotunda of City Hall, where a spe- 
cial force of clerks is on hand. 
There were few early customers. 
Receipts of the advance sale of 
stamps, and $1 license fee, approxi- 
mated $61,875. Proponents of the 
tax expect it to produce $800,000 
annually for municipal revenue.

Typical examples of the bounti- 
ful manner in which relief was dis- 
pensed in Canteen Township, St. 
Clair County, where, in an investi- 
gation by the Llinois Emergency 
Relief Commission, it was found 
that 36.5 per cent of the families 
and individuals receiving direct re- 
lief were not eligible under the 
commission’s standards, were dis- 
closed today in an examination of 
the records by a _ Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

The records were made public 
by J. J. Derkits, field representa- 
tive of the commission, which con- 
ducted the examination. It was 
found that among the 233 active 
cases on the relief rolls during 
May, 85 were ineligible because 
some member of tho family had a 
job in private industry, or on 
WPA, or had income sufficient to 
meet their needs. 

Case of Widow’s Family. 

In one instance a divorcee with 
four children was receiving $27 a 
month in food orders from town- 
ship relief, and at the same time 
getting $30 a month in alimony, 
$22 from a son in a CCC camp and 
$8 from part-time housework, a 
total of $87. Her needs, under the 
budget fixed by the commission, 
were placed at $46 per month. 

She owned her own home and 
furniture, left to her by her hus- 
band. She had been receiving re- 
lief since February last ‘year, ali- 
mony since June, 1935. and the 
CCC allowance and housework 
wages since last April. In addi- 
tion, she was getting a relief order 
for one-half ton of coal a month. 

Sons Earning $240 a Month. 

The commission requires that 
employed adult sons and daughters 
who are unmarried and live at home 
contribute between 40 and 60 per 
cent of their earnings to the sup- 
port of their parents, but the town- 
ship administration gave $20 a 
month to one family in which two 
grown sons had been regularly em- 
ployed since 1936, one earning $100

If the action, or rather the non-action, of 
the committee is allowed to stand, the Unit- 
ed States will be in this position: 
It will have a law on its book which pro- 
vides for an embargo on the sale and ship- 
ment of arms, munitions and implements of 
war, in the event that war comes in Europe. 
But it will have no control, either in the 
form of a similar mandatory embargo or in 
the form of executive discretion, over the 
sale and shipment of any other kind of com- 
modity for which warring nations will be 
calling, and for which they will be willing 
to pay prices that will be limited only by 
their available cash, Everything from wheat 
and cotton to oil and iron will be available 
to belligerents: Every farmer, every miner, 
every other producer of raw and fabricated 
commodities may become a profiteer. 
From the standpoint of those who argue 
that economic involvement with warring na- 
tions means ultimate military involvement, 
this situation would be comic if it were not 
potentially tragic. The Sun is not among 
those who attribute American entrance into 
the last war solely or principally to econom- 
ic pressure, nor do we believe that danger 
of American entrance into another general 
European war will arise solely or principally 
from future economic factors. 
But it is this idea of economic relations 
leading to participation in war which under- 
lies most of the isolationist thinking in 
Washington. And to suppose that we shall 
escape the dangers of economic involvement 
by refusing to sell relatively small amounts 
of guns and shells, while opening our ports 
to wholesale sale of wheat and cotton, oil 
and iron, is to be feeble-minded.

The situation is madé worse because, 
in refusing further consideration of neutral- 
ity until the next session and in relying 
upon the truncated neutrality law now on 
the books, the committee proposes to leave 
the Government without any effectual con- 
trol over the movement of American ships 
or American citizens in combat areas.

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BLACKLIST OF LABOR 
ACT VIOLATORS VOTE 


Senate Would Bar Them From 
Contracts—Approves Exten- 
sion of Walsh-Healey Law. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
Revision of the Walsh-Healry Pub- 
lic Contracts Act to bring smaller 
contractors within its scope and 
provide for a Government “black- 
list” of violators of the Wagner La- 
bor Act won Senate approval on a 
voice vote yesterday. The measure 
now goes to the House. 

The proposed amendments would 
mike the law applicable to con- 
tracts involving $4000 or more, 
waereas the present law exempts 
all below $10,000. The Senate Labor 
Committee estimated that not more 
than 3 per cent of the number and 
15 per cent of the total value of all 
Government contracts are covered 
iby existing law. 

Also brought under the law for 
the first time would be subcontrac- 
tors and -contracts for services and 
the construction of ships and float- 
ing equipment. 

As reported to the Senate, the 
amendments included a provision 
‘which would make _ contractors 
‘found to have violated the Wagner 
Labor Act ineligible for three years 
'to bid on Government contracts. 

The Senate modified this, how- 
‘ever, to provide that such contrac- 
tors be taken off the “black-list” 
after an administrative determina- 
‘tion that they had “permanently” 
eliminated the violation. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, led a 
\fight against the provision. 
| “If a stronger penalty should be 
provided for violations of the Na- 
tional L-.bor Relations Act,” he told 
the Senate, “let’s put it in that law 
|'where it belongs.” He .dded that 
|the country had not yet reached the 
point “where a man knows whether 
|he is violating that act.” 
| He argued also that the “black- 
listing” provision might be used 
ito “black mail” employers into bow 
ing to the will of the Labor Board 

“The board could say, ‘Here, if 
_you take this matter to court and 
lose, you'll lose your Government 
contracts for three years,’” he said. 
| Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
| chusetts, said the provision for 
\“black-listing” violators of the 
Wagner Act, as well as violators of 
the Walsh-Healey Act, had been 
put into the bill at the request of 
ithe CIO, the A. F. of L. and “all 
_those seeking an effective way of 
|penalizing those who violate the 
| Wagner Act and this law.”

“This is not a new thing in other 
cities. New York City has a very 
active citizens committee com- 
prised of leading men and women 
now working successfully for bet- 
ter support of the public Ibirary, 
‘especially for higher salary stand- 
ards for the personnel. Many pub- 
lie libraries derive much support 
from endowments. Boston has an 
endowment book fund of almost 
$1,000,000. Providence (R. I.) li- 
brary is supported almost 75 per 
cent by endowments. 

“T do not think,” added Comp- 
ton, “it is entirely healthy to de- 
rive too much support from pri- 
gate individuals. [I think libraries 
to be fully appreciated should be 
supported by the people them- 
selves. But there is a very fine 
field for endowment funds for the 


collections and ‘or specific pur- 
poses that cannot be managed 
from the budget for essentials. 

“If someone, for instance,” he 
mused, “would undertake to mod- 
ernize the lighting system, about 
which there is so much complaint 
here at Central Library, that would 
be a memorial for which he would 
be blessed down the ages. Or if 
there could be a donation of the 
$20,000 to $30,000 needed to cover 
the cost of reproduction of our 
newspaper files on microfilm. 
Complete files of St. Louis news- 
papers since 1851 probably are our 
most valuable collection of local 
material, but those issued _ since 
about 1878 on wood pulp paper are 
disintegrating. What a gift from 
a historical standpoint their pres- 
ervation would be!”

$10,000 for the purchase of books on | 
architecture, the George O. Car-| 


cy,” observed the librarian, “no 
more than has existed for the past 
10 years. There is nothing imme- 
diate for the reason that no action 
can be taken about increasing pub- 
lic revenues until it is done by 
legal process. But it is none too 
soon to begin building up public 
sentiment so as to bring legislation 
about.” 

A few of the woes of the 
brary brought to light in the 
brarian’s report are as follows: 

The income, due to decreased 
sessment valuations on property, 
is more than $100,000 less than it 
was 10 years ago. In 1929 the in- 
come was $585,312.

The present income must 
be stretched to cover ever-increas- 
ing extension and expansion of 
library services and constantly in- 
creasing use of the libraries. This 
has had to be done by dint of 
economies that endanger the effi- 
ciency of the library. The book
